Superintendent 
of Schools set to 
retire June 30th

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold announced his pend- 
ing retirement to Morgan County 
Board of Education members 
during a special-called meeting 
on Wednesday, Oct. 22. 

Gold, who has served as dis- 
trict school chief since 1997, said 
that his retirement will be effec- 
tive next June. 

“It’s no secret that I have been 
planning to retire,” Gold said. “I 
will continue on as superinten- 
dent until the end of the school 
year. I have enjoyed my time in 
Morgan County, and I am grate- 
ful to have worked here.” 

Gold’s resignation letter to the 
board reads as follows: 

I will be resigning the position 
of superintendent of Morgan 
County schools when my con- 
tract expires on June 30, 2009. 1 
want to thank current and former 
members of the Morgan County 
Board of Education for the op- 
portunity to serve the students of 
Morgan County schools. I also 
want to thank the classified and 
certified employees of Morgan 
County schools for their efforts 
on behalf of Morgan County stu- 
dents. I look forward to serving 
Morgan County and Morgan 
County schools in the future in 
an unofficial capacity.

Dr. Bailey on Medical mission to El Salvador 

Recently, Dr. Jeff Bailey, who practices dentistry in West Liberty, joined Global Health Out- 
reach, headquartered in Bristol, Tenn., as a volunteer member of a 25-member team of phy- 
sicians representing many medical specialties that spent five days in El Salvador, where they 
provided much-needed medical services to over 2,700 needy citizens of that Central Ameri- 
can country. Dr. Bailey, a member of the Christian Medical Association, closed his office for a 
week and paid his own expenses to accompany the group as a dental supervisor in charge of 
a team of advanced dental students, all of whom contributed their time and embarked under 
the association’s banner of “Go as Christians instead of Americans.” What they found in El 
Salvador were citizens beset by poverty and always fearful of the Salvadoran gang of drug 
dealers and extortionists known as MS 13. Recognized by law enforcement agencies as the 
“most dangerous gang in the world,” MS 13 members flourish throughout the United States, 
where prisons are often dominated by members who end up in American jails. Accompanied 
throughout their stay by Salvadoran security guards carrying riot shotguns, the doctors set up 
a makeshift medical center in a Christian school in the city of Santa Anna, were they discov- 
ered the church was surrounded by brick walls topped by razor wire and an electric fence. 
Fortunately, there were no incidents during the group’s trip, and the physicians had the satis- 
faction of treating hundreds of patients of all ages, most of whom were seeing medical pro- 
fessionals for the first time. In photos, clockwise, from top, Dr. Bailey supervises a procedure 
performed by dental student, Dr. Margaret Hamilton, on a Salvadoran boy, assisted by an 
interpreter (all of the interpreters were students or graduates of the Christian school; Dr. 
Bailey with Mr. and Mrs. Mauricio Barrientos, directors of the school; razor wire and electric 
fencing topping wall protecting the school; Dr. Bailey with one of his patients; two of the 
armed security guards who accompanied the medical group. For Dr. Bailey, it was his second 
trip abroad as a Global Health Outreach volunteer. His first was to Vietnam.

Morgan County voters will go 
to the polls next Tuesday, Nov.. 
4, to help elect a new President 
of the United States along with a 
U.S. Senator, U.S. Representa- 
tive, and a state senator. 

Also being contested are three 
seats on the Morgan County 
Board of Education. 

On the ballot, but uncontested 
for his 71st District State Repre- 
sentative seat, is Democrat John 
Will Stacy.

Emergency agencies 
handle accident, fire 



Fire at mulch plant 
extinguished, W.L. 
woman hurt in wreck

The Hwy. 519 Volunteer Fire 
Department responded to a fire 
at Triple K Post & Mulch Com- 
pany on Hwy. 976 in West Lib- 
erty on Oct. 23, with backup from 
local and out-of-county fire de- 
partments. 

Fire Chief Drexel Patrick said 
an employee of Triple K Post & 
Mulch notified dispatch of the 
fire at 1:04 p.m. 

“The fire appears to have 
started because the mulch was 
stored in a large pile,” Patrick 
said. “Heat caused the materials 
to spontaneously combust. The 
mulch fueled the fire quite a bit 
before the fire department 
arrrived.” 

Patrick noted that the fire de- 
stroyed very little mulch, and that 
there was no structural damage 
to the building. No injuries were 
reported. 

Other responding agencies in- 
cluded West Liberty, Hwy. 172/ 
Peddler Gap and Elliott County 
fire departments, as well as 
Morehead Fire Department, 
which also responded to an au- 
tomobile accident on Hwy. 519 
in Morgan County. 

The accident, which occurred 
approximately four miles into 
Morgan County on Hwy. 519 at 
2:13 p.m., involved a passenger 



car and a dump truck. 

Patrick said Lois Cook, ol 
West Liberty, was traveling north 
in a passing zone in a white 
Chevrolet Camaro when she gave 
a signal and turned left into the 
dump truck while its driver, 
Delmer Harper, of Adkins Truck- 
ing, LLC, of West Liberty, was 
attempting to pass her vehicle. 

“The driver of the dump truck 
said he did not see Ms. Cook’s 
signal,” Patrick said. “Apparently 
Ms. Cook’s Camaro was adorned 
with black tail light covers, which

MSU gets National 
Science grant to 
assist area schools 

MOREHEAD, Ky.— Several 
Morehead State University fac- 
ulty have been awarded a plan- 
ning grant from the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. 

“Enhancement of Science 
Education in Northeastern Ken- 
tucky” is a two-year grant in the 
amount of $210,250. Its purpose 
is to work with regional school 
districts to develop a partnership 
and instructional strategies that 
enhance science education at the 
elementary and middle school 
level, specifically for students in 
grades 5-8. 

MSU faculty involved in- 
clude: Dr. Douglas Dennis, chair 
of the Department of Biological 
and Environmental Sciences; Dr. 
Carol Wymer, associate profes- 
sor of biology; Jen O’Keefe and 
Elizabeth Roland, assistant pro- 
fessors of science; and Dr. Lesia 
Lennex, associate professor of 
education. 

Rowan County will be the 
lead school district. Others in- 
volved are Bath, Boyd, Carter, 
Elliott, Fleming, Greenup, 
Lawrence, Menifee, Montgom- 
ery, Morgan and Wolfe counties. 

The grant will include the 
partnership between the MSU 
faculty, led by Dr. Wymer, along 
with other colleges and schools, 
including administrators from 
Ashland, Maysville and Big 
Sandy community and technical 
colleges, elementary and middle 
school teachers and administra- 
tors from participating school 
districts. 

Partnership strategies include 
documenting the educational 
needs of students in the region, 
and developing instructional 
units that can be directly imple- 
mented by classroom teachers. 

At the conclusion of the grant, 
the partnership will apply for a 
larger grant to fund the imple- 
mentation of the developed strat- 
egies.

Clean 



Citizens of Morgan County: 

As I am sure you are all aware, 
the Licking River runs directly 
through Morgan County. But 
how many of you have actually 
ever taken the time to think about 
the condition our local waterway 
is in? 

A community project has 
sparked my interest. This project 
was assigned to me by the 
Robinson Scholars program at 
the University of Kentucky, and 
I was asked to get my commu- 
nity involved in achieving better 
water quality. 

The main goal of my commu- 
nity program was to give you, the 
citizens of Morgan County, more 
information about the quality of 
the water in our county. Water 
plays a part of everything we do 
(our bodies are made up of about 
70 percent of water), therefore it 
is vital that we take care of the 
water we have. 

In order to better inform my- 
self and others I had to do a few 
tests concerning water quality. I 
did four tests at two different lo- 
cations on the Licking River. The 
tests I did were electrical conduc- 
tivity, pH, temperature, nitrogen 
and the two locations were 
Blackwater, where it runs into the 
Licking River, and the Mussel 
Shoals area. 

Electrical conductivity is a 
measure of a material’s ability to 
conduct an electric current. A pH

test is a measure of how acidic 
or basic the water is, and a ni- 
trate test is used to identify the 
amount of nitrogen present in the 
water. 

All the tests I performed at 
both areas checked out great and 
were well within the ideal range. 
I was very happy to find out that 
our water is in very good condi- 
tion based on my tests. 

I think people all around the 
world have recently put more 
time and thought into keeping 
our water supply clean. Accord- 
ing to my tests, any efforts in 
Morgan County have worked 
quite well. 

Everyone can do something to 
help preserve our county’s water. 
Efforts can range from something 
as simple as using less water, to 
limiting the amount of pesticides 
used on crops, to planting trees 
or shrubs near creek beds to pre- 
vent runoff of sediment or fertil-

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

Over the past five winter sea- 
sons, we have increased how well 
we work for you, the citizens of 
Morgan County - with a decrease 
in the number of employees at the 
county garage. 

It just makes good common 
sense as we travel to our county 
roads to drop our blades and plow 
the state rural secondary roads 
along the way and mow them in 
the summer months. 

In order for us to get our 
county roads, we must drive up 
these state roads; it does not 
make sense for the county to pass 
up these state roads. Then the 
state crews come along and re- 
move snow or mow, whatever the 
case may be. 

With the cost of fuel and man- 
power, it seems to me that the 
smart option is to let one crew 
do all of the work, instead of two 
crews doing the same work. For 
the past five years, we have done 
it this way. This has allowed the 
state crew to concentrate on the 
main Class A routes. 

While we maintain rural sec- 
ondary routes and county roads, 
the state was not supposed to 
work on a rural secondary road 
until all primary roads were fin- 
ished. 

We work for very well with 
our local state road maintenance 
garage, but this year the state has 
decided to go back to the old way 
of doing business. This means the 
county road crew will not be al- 
lowed to push snow or mow on 
state rural secondary roads. The 
county has been pushed back to 
only maintaining our county 
roads. 

So, if you see a difference in 
snow removal or roadside mow- 
ing this winter and next spring, 
give me a call. I will try to per- 
suade state authorities of the cost 
savings and safety benefits for 
county and state governments to 
work outside the box to make 
sure you, the citizens, get the best 
service at the fastest pace. 

If you are not sure if you live 
on a state rural secondary road, a 
state primary road or a county 
road, call me and I will be glad 
to help you determine which one 
you live on. State roads are most 
often identified by a number; 
county roads are most often iden- 
tified by a name. If your road is 
not getting attention, call me at 
743-3897 and I will help you ad- 
dress your concerns to the proper 
authorities.

Michael J. Astrue, commis- 
sioner of Social Security, recently 
announced the national rollout of 
the agency’s Compassionate Al- 
lowances initiative, a way to ex- 
pedite the processing of disabil- 
ity claims for applicants whose 
medical conditions are so severe 
that their conditions obviously 
meet Social Security’s standards. 

“Getting benefits quickly to 
people with the most severe 
medical conditions is both the 
right and the compassionate thing 
to do,” Commissioner Astrue 
said. “This initiative will allow us 
to make decisions on these cases 
in a matter of days, rather than 
months or years.” 

Social Security is lauching this 
expedited decision process with 
a total of 50 conditions. Over 
time, more diseases and condi- 
tions will be added. A list of the 
first 50 impairments - 25 rare 
diseases and 25 cancers - can be 
found at www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
compassionateallowances. 

Before announcing this initia- 
tive, Social Security held public 
hearings to receive information 
from experts on rare diseases and 
cancers. The agency also enlisted 
the assistance of the National In-

stitutes of Health. 

Compassionate Allowances is 
the second piece of the agency’s 
two-track, fast-track system for 
certain disability claims. When 
combined with the agency’s 
Quick Disability Determination

Although MSU does not offer 
a deferred payment plan, students 
may take advantage of a different 
option to pay their bill at a later 
date, while at the same time, con- 
firming that they will be attend- 
ing classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The statement must be 
completed by Jan. 5 to prevent a 
student’s class schedule from be- 
ing cancelled. This also applies to 
any student who receives finan- 
cial aid or scholarships, or whose 
college expenses are being paid 
by an outside agency. 

MSU offers online bachelor’s 
degree “completer” programs de- 
signed primarily for graduates of 
the Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS).

Your Social 
Security 

Each stage of life - youth, 
middle age, retirement - comes 
with its own set of financial con- 
cerns.

Social Secu- 
rity provides a monthly survivors’ 
benefit check to help the family 
of a deceased worker continue on. 

Social Security disability pro- 
tection is equally valuable. Rela- 
tively few workers have an em- 
ployer-provided, long-term dis- 
ability policy. With Social Secu- 
rity, however, the average worker 
has the equivalent of a disability 
insurance policy that would pay 
monthly benefits to both the 
worker and his or her family, 
based on his or her lifetime earn- 
ings. So, you can rest a little easier 
knowing that Social Security pro- 
vides some measure of security, 
if life does not turn out as planned.

Community Development Block 
Grant Scattered Site Rehabilita- 
tion program,” Kirby said. “The 
city is finished with its grant for 
the sewer project, and is now eli- 
gible to apply for additional 
funds. This program is a possible 
suggestion for that funding.” 

Kirby explained that program 
participants must meet income 
qualifications including less than 
$22,950 for a single person, and 
less than $32,800 for a family of 
four, as well as the following 
home qualifications: 

• Applicants must own home. 

• Applicants must have lived 
in the home for over one year. 

• Home must have major or 
minor home rehabilitation needs. 

Kirby also noted that prefer- 
ence would be given to elderly 
and/or disabled persons, and that 
applicants would be considered 
on a case-by-case basis.

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Reporter tracks the 5th Kentucky 
Infantry for Mountain Scorcher 



The following is the third of a 
series of articles by local histo- 
rian, Tony Adkins, that will be 
published from time, dealing with 
the Civil War as it might have 
been experienced by an adven- 
turous Morgan County non-com- 
batant reporter for his hometown 
newspaper. The articles track el- 
ements of the 5th Kentucky Infan- 
try, which was organized at West 
Liberty in 1851. Some literary li- 
cense has been taken in regard 
to The Mountain Scorcher, which 
was not established until some 
years after the war. 

Mountain Scorcher 
West Liberty, Ky. 

James Thornley, Editor 
Correspondent: Tony Adkins 

May 15, 1862, near Lebanon, 
Va. - We broke camp before day- 
break this morning, saddled up 
and made ready to head north to 
Princeton. Saddle bags and bed- 
rolls were filled with rations and 
clothing, and strapped on behind 
our saddles. No fires were lit, and 
cold rations were handed out. 

Some of the men are making 
regular trips to a thicket by the 
creek. They seem to be suffering 
from the “blue beef’ that we had 
for supper last night. Evidently, 
the barrels of salted down beef 
were not well preserved. We ate 
our hardtack as we waited by our 
horses in the cold frosty air. 

The first streaks of light were 
beginning to show in the eastern 
sky as 1st Sgt. Wiley Adkins 
walked up and down the line 
barking out orders in his deep, 
raspy voice. It reminds me of 
someone dragging a dull file 
across rusty metal. 

Colonel May, Major Hawkins, 
Captain William Mynhier and 
Lieutenants Joseph Adkins and 
G.W. Cox were huddled together 
for a last minute strategy session. 
Major Hawkins is a Bath County 
farmer and former pro-secession- 
ist member of the Kentucky leg- 
islature. He fled Owingsville in 
the fall of 1861 and brought 
about a dozen men to join up with 
Jack May. He appears to be an 
interesting character. 

William Lykins and sons Jo- 
seph C. and Williamson B. are 
behind us. Williamson is one of 
the company musicians. 
Williamson’s other three sons, 
James, Joshua and Isaac, are 
somewhere in the column. I won- 
der if any other family in either 
army is as well represented in 
number.

Several companies of infantry 
were strung out along the road 
behind us. Somewhere up the 
Abington Princeton Road was 
General Humphrey Marshall’s 
command. General Marshall is a 
Louisville lawyer, former Ken- 
tucky congressman and West 
Point graduate. He commanded 
the 1st Kentucky Cavalry during 
the Mexican War. I am anxious 
to meet him. We will rendezvous 
with General Moore’s 29th Vir- 
ginia Regiment past Wytheville 
and move into Princeton to- 
gether. 

Lirst Sgt. Adkins gave another 
order in his raspy voice, and sud- 
denly the morning stillness was 
shattered as a bugler sounded “To 
horse.” 

Once mounted Colonel May 
motioned and shouted forward, 
and we were moving closer to our 
objective and an unknown num- 
ber of Yankees. Quartermaster 
W.W. Cox will follow along with 
the wagons containing the ra- 
tions, ammunition and supplies. 

Along the road, we passed 
families in freshly plowed fields 
planting corn and other crops. It 
is hard to imagine a war is going 
on nearby. 

The day as warm and sunny, 
and passed with no incidents. 
Late in the day, we were stopped 
by pickets to set up camp across 
the road in a meadow on the 
Perry Gibson farm at the base of 
East River Mountain. 

Early on the 17th, we formed 
up behind the 29th Virginia and 
resumed our trek northwest. We 
reached the outskirts of Princeton 
in the early afternoon. Colonel 
May was up ahead with Gener-

als Marshall and Williams, view- 
ing the town through field 
glasses. 

Several Union pickets were 
guarding the west approach to 
town along the New Hope 
Church Road. The town itself 
was held by what appeared to be 
about 1 ,000 men of Union Gen- 
eral Jacob D. Cox’s headquarters 
battalion. Yankee scouts had so 
far failed to detect our presence. 

General Williams ordered the 
5th Kentucky (his old regiment) 
to move to the head of the col- 
umn and lead the attack. He is a 
Montgomery County farmer and 
a hero of the Mexican War. We 
moved through the ranks of the 
29th Virginia amid sullen looks 
and grumbling to the post of 
honor and danger. 

Colonel May formed two 
companies along the left of the

road. Major Hawkins formed the 
remaining companies on the right 
to confront the enemy forces lo- 
cated in the timber. He immedi- 
ately ordered a charge and began 
driving the surprised enemy back 
through the heavy timber. We 
charged through the town, push- 
ing the Yankees back as we went. 
We could see elements of Colo- 
nel Trigg’s 54th Virginia on our 
right, keeping up a lively fire 
against the retreating enemy. 

It was nearly dusk as we 
passed through the Yankee camp 
consisting of 50 or 60 Sibley 
tents. Most had lights burning in 
them, indicating that the Yankees 
had left in a hurry. We were tak- 
ing sporadic fire from the rear 
guard of retreating Union forces. 

General Marshall gave the or- 
der for his troops to take what 
they wanted from the camp. It did 
not take long for 2,195 men to 
pick the place clean. We then 
moved west of town to a con- 
cealed position on Pigeon Roost 
Hill. 

Thousands of passenger pi- 
geons roosted in the pine thick- 
ets that covered the hill. We 
settled in for the night amid the 
roosting pigeons and their con- 
stant cooing. 

Lederal troops began re-occu- 
pying the town just before day- 
light on the 17th. They set up of 
their artillery and began shelling 
the hill. General Marshall in turn 
returned fire from our cannon. 
The distance was so great the 
most of the shells were airbursts 
and caused no damage. 

Colonel Wharton sent three 
companies of his 51st Virginia 
out along Price’s road to act as 
rear guard. They concealed them- 
selves in tall meadow grass be- 
hind rail fences and waited. A 
courier reported to Colonel May 
that several companies of Union 
troops were advancing along the 
road. We later found that they 
were mostly conscripted Ger- 
mans from the 37th Ohio Infan- 



try Regiment under the command 
of Lt. Colonel Louis Von Bless- 
ing. 

As they came along Price’s 
Road, they came to the spot 
where Colonel Wharton’s men 
lay waiting. They received a full 
volley from the 51st and began 
retreating from whence they 
came. They left 23 dead troopers 
and several wounded lying in the 
road. After burying their dead at 
the corner of Douglas and North 
Walker Streets in Princeton, Gen- 
eral Cox abandoned the town. 
His column returned to their base 
camp on the Kanawha River. 

On the 1 8th, with no Yankees 
in sight, Old Dock and I had a 
chance to explore some. We rode 
up Temple Knob to look at the 
Heliograph station located there. 
It was part of a system of signal 
mirrors located on the mountain 
tops. Messages were sent along 
from station to station until they 
reached the telegraph station at 
Dublin, Va. The operators said 
that sending a message took 
about two hours. 

General Marshall reported 
three dead and 21 wounded. The 
dead were buried in the Princeton 
Cemetery on the right just inside 
the fence. 

Captain Leondais Elliott was 
among the dead. He fell mortally 
wounded while leading his Com- 
pany D into Princeton. Today I 
saw several dead horses lying 
along the roads. Men have a 
choice to go to war or to work 
things out a peaceful manner. The 
poor loyal animals have no 
choice. It is sad to see them 
ripped and torn by man’s imple- 
ments of war. 

When I returned to Colonel 
May’s headquarters, he had just 
ordered the 5th Kentucky to re- 
turn to base camp on the Will- 
iam Peery farm east of 
Jeffersonville, Va. We had about 
two hours before moving out. 
Rumor has it that we will return 
home by fall. Most of the 12- 



month enlistees’ terms will be up 
and the 5th will be reorganized. 

I rode into what was left of 
Princeton and spotted a small 
shop on Main Street. I went in 
and was met by a little old lady, 
the proprietor. I saw a pair of 
black onyx earrings with gold 
wires and Bavolet bonnet, and I 
knew that I must have them for 
Cassandra. They will compli- 
ment her beauty nicely.

Conservatives Worry About 
A Liberal Supermajority 



If the current polls hold, 
Barack Obama will win the 
White House on Nov. 4 and 
Democrats will consolidate their 
Congressional majorities, prob- 
ably with a filibuster-proof Sen- 
ate or very close to it. Without 
the ability to filibuster, the Sen- 
ate would become like the House, 
able to pass whatever the major- 
ity wants. 

Though we doubt most 
Americans realize it, this would 
be one of the most profound po- 
litical and ideological shifts in 
U.S. history. Liberals would 
dominate the entire government 
in a way they haven’t since 1965, 
or 1933. In other words, the elec- 
tion would mark the restoration 
of the activist government that 
fell out of public favor in the 
1970s. If the U.S. really is enter- 
taining a period of unchecked 
left-wing ascendancy, Americans 
at least ought to understand what 
they will be getting, especially 
with the media cheering it all on. 

Bajor bills that passed the 
House this year or last before 
being stopped by the Senate mi- 
nority include the following: Pre- 
scription drug price controls, 
union card check, representation 
for District of Columbia, renego- 
tiate mortgage contracts in bank- 
ruptcy, Eliminate statute of limi- 
tations on workplace discrimina- 
tion suits, the funding for Iraq 
war, windfall profits tax on oil 
companes. 

Keep in mind that the most 
important power of the filibuster 
is to shape legislation, not merely 
to block it. The threat of 41 com- 
mitted Senators can cause the 
House to modify its desires even 



before legislation comes to a 
vote. Without that restraining 
power, all of the following have 
very good chances of becoming 
law in 2009 or 2010. 

• Medicare for all. When 
HillaryCare cratered in 1994, the 
Democrats concluded they had 
overreached, so they carved up 
the old agenda into smaller incre- 
mental steps, such as Schip for 
children. A strongly Democratic 
Congress is now likely to lay the 
final flagstones on the path to 
government-run health insurance 
from cradle to grave. 

Mr. Obama wants to build a 
public insurance program, mod- 
eled after Medicare and open to 
everyone of any income. Accord- 
ing to the Lewin Group, the gold 
standard of health policy analy- 
sis, the Obama plan would shift 
between 32 million and 52 mil- 
lion from private coverage to the 
huge new entitlement. Like 
Medicare or the Canadian sys- 
tem, this would never be re- 
pealed. 

The commitments would start 
slow, so as not to cause immedi- 
ate alarm. But as U.S. health-care 
spending slowed into the default 
government options, taxes would 
have to rise or services would be 
rationed, or both. Single payer is 
the inevitable next step, as Mr. 
Obama has already said is his ul- 
timate ideal. 

• The business climate. “We 
have some harsh decisions to 
make,” Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
warned recently, speaking about 
retribution for the financial panic. 
Look for a replay of the Pecora 
hearings of the 1930s, with 
Henry Waxman, John Conyers 



and Ed Sharkey sponsoring ritual 
hangings to further their agenda 
to control more of the private 
economy. The financial industry 
will get an overhaul in any case, 
but telecom, biotech and drug 
makers, among many others, can 
expect to be investigated and face 
new, more onerous rules. See the 
“Issues and Legislation” tab on 
Mr. Waxman ’s website for a no- 
so-brief target list. 

The danger is that Democrats 
could cause the economic down- 
turn to last longer than it other- 
wise will by enacting regulatory 
overkill like Sarbanes-Oxley. 
Something more punitive is 
likely as well, for instance a 
windfall profits tax on oil, and 
maybe other industries. 

• Union supremacy. One pro- 
gram certain to be given right of 
way is “card check.” Unions have 
been in decline for decades, now 
claiming only 7.4 percent of the 
private- sector workforce, so Big 
Labor wants to trash the secret- 
ballot elections that have been in 
place since the 1930s. The “Em- 
ployee Free Choice Act” would 
convert workplaces into union 
shops merely be gathering signa- 
tures from a majority of employ- 
ees, which means organizers 
could strongarm those who op- 
posed such a petition. 

The bill also imposes a com- 
pulsory arbitration regime that 
results in an automatic two-year 
union “contract’ after 130 days 
of failed negotiation. The point 
is to force businesses to recog- 
nize a union whether the work- 
ers support it or not. This would 
be the biggest pro-union shift in 
the balance of labor-management 
power since the Wagner Act of 
1935. 

• Taxes. Taxes will rise sub- 
stantially, the only question be- 
ing how high. Mr. Obama would 



raise the top income, dividend 
and capital-gains rates for “the 
rich,” substantially increasing the 
cost of new investment in the 
U.S. More radically, he wants to 
lift or eliminate the cap on in- 
come subject to payroll taxes that 
fund Medicare and Social Secu- 
rity. This would convert what 
was meant to be pension insur- 
ance program into an overt in- 
come redistribution program. It 
would also impose a probably 
unrepealable increase in mar- 
ginal tax rates, and a permanent 
shift upward in the federal tax 
share of GDP. 

• The green revolution. A tax- 
and-regulation scheme in the 
name of climate change is a top 
left-wing priority. Cap and trade 
would hand Congress trillions of 
dollars in new spending from the 
auction of carbon credits, which 
it would use to pick winners and 
losers in the energy business and 
across the economy. Huge 
chunks of GDP and millions of 
jobs would be at the mercy of 
Congress and a vast new global 
warming bureaucracy. Without 
the GOP votes to help stage a fili- 
buster, Senators from carbon-in- 
tensive states would have less 
ability to temper coastal liberals 
who answer to the green elites. 

• Free speech and voting 
rights. A liberal supermajority 
would move quickly to impose 
procedural advantages that could 
cement Democratic rule for years 
to come. One early effort would 
be national, election-day voter 
registration. This is a long-time 
goal of Acorn and others on the 
“community organizer” left and 
would make it far easier to stack 
the voter rolls. The District of 
Columbia would also get votes 
in Congress - Democratic, natu- 
rally. 

Felons may also get the right 



to vote nationwide, while the 
Fairness doctrine is likely to be 
reimposed either by Congress or 
the Obama FCC. A major goal of 
the supermajority left would be 
to shut down talk radio and other 
voices of political opposition. 

• Special-interest potpourri. 
Look for the watering down of 
No Child Left Behind testing 
standards, as a favor to the na- 
tional Education Association. 
The tort bar’s ship would also 
come in, including limits on ar- 
bitration to settle disputes and 
watering down the 1995 law lim- 
iting strike suits. New causes of 
legal action would be sprinkled 
throughout most legislation. The 
anti- antiterror lobby would be 
rewarded with the end of 
Guantanamo and miliary com- 
missions, which probably means 
trying terrorists in civilian courts. 
Google and Moveon.org would 
get “net neutrality” rules, subject- 
ing the Internet to intrusive regu- 
lation for the first time. 

It’s always possible that 



events - such as a recession - 
would temper some of these am- 
bitions. Republicans also feared 
the worst in 1993 when Demo- 
crats ran the entire government, 
but it didn’t turn out that way. On 
the other hand, Bob Dole then 
had 43 GOP Senators to support 
a filibuster, and the entire Demo- 
cratic Party has since moved 
sharply to the left. Mr. Obama’s 
agenda is far more liberal than 
Bill Clinton’s was in 1992, and 
the Southern Democrats who 
killed A1 Gore’s BTU tax and 
modified liberal ambitions are 
long gone. 

In both 1933 and 1965, liberal 
majorities imposed vast expan- 
sions of government that have 
never been repealed, and the cur- 
rent financial panic may give 
today’s left another pretext to re- 
turn to those heydays of welfare- 
state liberalism. Americans vot- 
ing for “change” should know 
they may get far more than they 
ever imagined.

SCHOOL DAYS AT POMP. 
The one-room school is now part 
of a bygone era, its one-time stu- 
dents - and, especially teachers 
- acquiring silver hair. In 2005, 
a small group of former pupils 
from the school at Pomp had an 
impromptu reunion, along with 
their teacher, Lucille (Nickell) 
Haney. (See accompanying 
photo.) They reminisced about 
school in the olden days. 

Lucille (my aunt) recalls get- 
ting her teaching certificate af- 
ter the then-customary two years 
of college. (She attended Lee’s 
Junior College and Morehead 
State Teacher’s College.) That 
was in 1940, and she taught that 
year at Upper Pleasant Run, then 
(1941) at Upper Lick Fork, and 
(beginning in 1942) at Pomp 
(also known as Lower Lick 
Fork). 

Lucille taught the first four 
grades, while Freida Cox taught 
grades five through eight. In 
1943, Lucille taught the last four 
grades, while Alta Blankenship 
was the teacher of grades one 
through four. During her first 
couple of years, Lucille caught a 
ride to Pomp from West Liberty, 
being dropped off by Dwayne 
Bellamy on his way to teach at 
Zag. 

As with most other one-room 
schools, the Pomp school had a 
long “recitation bench” at the 
front, along with a blackboard, 
used for teaching the pupils of 
one grade. While this was going 
on, other students sat in seats in 
the back portion of the room and 
(supposedly) studied. 

The state furnished the school 
books, which the teachers got 
from a bookstore in the cannery 



building (later located in the 
superintendent’s office building). 

Students used to bring their 
own lunch. Often they used 
empty tin lard or sorghum pails 
for their lunch buckets. 

Then, a school lunch program 
was begun. At Pomp, parents 
helped build a small lunchroom 
onto the frame building. Some- 
one furnished a wood stove. 
Teachers had to fix lunch for all 
the students, using money that 
the state provided for each stu- 
dent. Lucille recalls it was quite 
a challenge to both teach and pre- 
pare food, then go after school 
to buy food for the next day. 

Pomp’s school was discontin- 
ued in 1946-1947, then torn 
down in 1974 when the Cave 
Run Dam was approved. Morgan 



County’s one-room school era 
ended on Jan. 16, 1967, when the 
last school in use - the one at 
Peddler Gap - was destroyed by 
fire that evening. A few other 
school buildings survive, but are 
on our historical endangered list. 

Still memories persist. At a 
Cox reunion in 2005 (held in the 
Community Center of the old 
WPA-built former Morgan 
County High School in West Lib- 
erty), Lucille happened to be in 
town and dropped in on the 
group. They reminisced and 
posed for this photo - another 
snapshot of our history.

This 
week we recognize and celebrate 
the benefits of rehabilitation, as 
well as promote awareness that 
through rehab there is hope, 
achievement and success. 

Rehabilitation is the process 
of restoring the skills of a per- 
son who has had an illness or in- 
jury enabling them to regain 
maximum self-sufficiency and 
function. 

The rehabilitation profession- 
als in our facilities work closely 
with the residents, their families, 
and caregivers. Additionally, 
they coordinate their services 
along with the facility nursing 
staff, social services, activities, 
and MDS coordinators in order 
for our residents to receive the 
optimal benefit from their stay 
while in our care. 

The rehab staff includes li- 
censed occupational therapists, 
occupational therapy assistants, 
physical therapists, physical 
therapist assistants, and speech 
language pathologists. 

Physical therapy restores 
maximum physical functioning 
and enables our residents to re- 
turn to an active life as quickly 
as possible by improving gait, 
increasing mobility, reducing 
pain, and enhancing strength, 
balance and function with exer- 
cise, body mechanics, and pos- 
tural awareness. 

Occupational therapy helps 
our residents achieve their high- 



est level of functioning in the 
skills needed for activities of 
daily living (ADLs), family 
tasks, and leisure activities by 
improving their abilities in every 
day tasks (e.g., dressing, bathing, 
toileting, and homemaking), en- 
hancing performance in tasks 
requiring eye-hand coordination, 
and compensatory training. 

Speech therapy helps our resi- 
dents improve swallowing, com- 
munication, and cognitive abili- 
ties to promote optimal 
indepence and quality of life by 
addressing dysphagia (difficulty 



with swallowing), speech/lan- 
guage disorders such as dysar- 
thria (slurred speech) and apraxia 
(difficulty with programming 
and sequencing voluntary 
speech), and re-training and/or 
compensating for loss or impair- 
ment of cognitive skills. 

This week is designated to not 
only recognize and appreciate 
the hard work and dedication of 
our highly trained rehab staff, but 
also the accomplishments of our 
residents who participate in their 
rehab treatments to achieve their 
functional independence goals.

Halloween Safety 



Halloween is a cherished tra- 
dition but the excitement of the 
night can cause children to for- 
get to be careful. 

There is no real “trick” to 
making Halloween a real treat for 
the entire family. The major dan- 
gers are not from witches or spir- 
its but rather from falls and pe- 
destrian/car crashes. Many com- 
munities officially designate a 
“Beggars’ Night” and assign spe- 
cific hours for trick-or-treat ac- 
tivities. 

Both children and adults need 
to think about safety on this an- 
nual day of make-believe. 

Motorists The National Safety 
Council urges motorists to be 
especially alert on Halloween. 

Watch for children darting out 
from between parked cars. 

Watch for children walking 
on roadways, medians and curbs. 

Enter and exit driveways and 
alleys carefully. 

At twilight and later in the 
evening, watch for children in 
dark clothing. 

Parents 

• Before children start out on 
their “trick or treat” rounds, par- 
ents should: 

• Make sure that an adult or 
an older responsible youth will 
be supervising the outing for 
children under age 12. 

• Plan and discuss the route 
trick-or-treaters intend to follow. 
Know the names of older 
children’s companions. 

• Instruct your children to 



travel only in familiar areas and 
along an established route. 

• Teach your children to stop 
only at houses or apartment 
buildings that are well-lit and 
never to enter a stranger’s home. 
Establish a return time. 

• Tell your youngsters not to 
eat any treat until they return 
home. 

• Review all appropriate trick- 
or-treat safety precautions, in- 
cluding pedestrian/traffic safety 
rules. 

• Pin a slip of paper with the 
child’s name, address and phone 
number inside a pocket in case 
the youngster gets separated 
from the group. 

Costume Design 

• Only fire-retardant materi- 
als should be used for costumes. 

• Costumes should be loose so 
warm clothes can be worn under- 
neath. 

• Costumes should not be so 
long that they are a tripping haz- 
ard. (Falls are the leading cause 
of unintentional injuries on Hal- 
loween.) If children are allowed 
out after dark, outfits should be 
made with light colored materi- 
als. Strips of retro reflective tape 
should be used to make children 
visible. 

• Face Design Masks can ob- 
struct a child’s vision. Use facial 
make-up instead. 

• When buying special Hal- 
loween makeup, check for pack- 
ages containing ingredients that 
are labeled “Made with U.S. Ap- 



proved Color Additives,” “Labo- 
ratory Tested,” “Meets Federal 
Standards for Cosmetics,” or 
“Non-Toxic.” Follow 

manufacturer’s instruction for 
application. 

• If masks are worn, they 
should have nose and mouth 
openings and large eye holes. 

Accessories 

• Knives, swords and other 
accessories should be made from 
cardboard or flexible materials. 
Do not allow children to carry 
sharp objects. 

• Bags or sacks carried by 
youngsters should be light-col- 
ored or trimmed with retro-reflec- 
tive tape if children are allowed 
out after dark. 

• Carrying flashlights will help 
children see better and be seen 
more clearly. 

• On the way children should 
understand and follow these rules. 

• Do not enter homes or apart- 
ments without adult supervision. 

• Walk, do not run, from house 
to house. Do not cross yards and 
lawns where unseen objects or the 
uneven terrain can present trip- 
ping hazards. 

• Walk on sidewalks, not in the 
street. 

Treats 

To ensure a safe trick-or-treat 
outing, parents are urged to: 

• Give children an early meal 
before going out. 

• Insist that treats be brought 
home for inspection before any- 
thing is eaten. 

• Wash fruit and slice into 
small pieces. 

• When in doubt, throw it out.

Halloween safety tips from 
Morgan Emergency Mgt. 



A few safety tips from Mor- 
gan County Emergency Manage- 
ment can protect children who 
plan to go trick-or-treating this 
Halloween. 

31st day, October 2008 is 
Trick or Treat night in Morgan 
County between the hours of 6 
p.m. and 8 p.m. 

Treats: Warn children not to 
eat any treats before an adult has 
carefully examined them for evi- 
dence of tampering. 

Flame Resistant Costumes: 
When purchasing a costume, 
masks, beards, and wigs, look for 
the label Flame Resistant. Al- 
though this label does not mean 
these items won’t catch fire, it 
does indicate the items will re- 
sist burning and should extin- 
guish quickly once removed 
from the ignition source. To 
minimize the risk of contact with 
candles or other sources of igni- 
tion, avoid costumes made with 
flimsy materials and outfits with 
big, baggy sleeves or billowing 
skirts. 

Costume Designs: Purchase 
or make costumes that are light 



and bright enough to be clearly 
visible to motorists. 

• For greater visibility during 
dusk and darkness, decorate or 
trim costumes with reflective 
tape that will glow in the beam 
of a car’s headlights. Bags or 
sacks should also be light colored 
or decorated with reflective tape. 
Reflective tape is usually avail- 
able in hardware, bicycle, and 
sporting goods stores. 

• To easily see and be seen, 
children should also carry flash- 
lights. 

• Costumes should be short 
enough to prevent children from 
tripping and falling. 

• Children should wear well- 
fitting sturdy shoes. Mother’s 
high heels are not a good idea for 
safe walking. 

• Hats and scarfs should be 
tied securely to prevent them 
from slipping over children’s 
eyes. 

• Apply a natural mask of cos- 
metics rather than have a child 
wear a loose-fitting mask that 
might restrict breathing or ob- 
scure vision. If a mask is used,

• Swords, knives, and similar 
costume accessories should be of 
soft and flexible material. 

Pedestrian Safety: Young 
chldren should always be accom- 
panied by an adult or an older, 
responsible child. All children 
should WAFK, not run from 
house to house and use the side- 
walk, if available, rather than 
walk in the street. Children 
should be cautioned against run- 
ning out from between parked 
cars, or across lawns and yards 
where ornaments, furniture, or 
clotheslines present dangers. 

Choosing Safe Houses: Chil- 
dren should go only to homes 
where the residents are known 
and have outside lights on as a 
sign of welcome. 

• Children should not enter 
homes or apartments unless they 
are accompanied by an adult. 

• People expecting trick-or- 



treaters should remove anything 
that could be an obstacle from 
lawns, steps and porches. 
Candlelit jack-o’-lanterns should 
be kept away from landings and 
doorsteps where costumes could 
brush against the flame. Indoor 
jack-o’-lanterns should be kept 
away from curtains, decorations, 
and other furnishings that could 
be ignited.
